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CLAIMS 

What is claimed is: 

1 1 . A method of treating or preventing a condition or disease linked to 

2 degradation of collagen or another extracellular support macroprotein, or a disease linked to 

3 excessive expression of a proteolytic enzyme in a mammal, comprising administering a 

4 composition comprising a hydrolyzed peptide extract of lupin to a mammal. 

1 2. The method of claim 1 wherein the composition is administered orally. 

1 3. The method of claim 1 wherein the composition is administered 

2 topically. 

3 4. The method of claim 1 wherein the condition or disease linked to 

4 excessive or pathological degradation of collagen or another extracellular support 

5 macroprotein, or a disease linked to excessive expression of a proteolytic enzyme is 

6 neoangiogenesis, psoriasis, a tumor, erythosis, acne erythemotosa, rosacea, arthrosis, 

7 parodontosis, a periodontal disease, a skin lesion, an inflammatory disease, a cicatrization 

8 deficiency, an ulcer, a burn, a blistering disease, or an attack of dental enamel. 

1 5. The method of claim 4 wherein the condition or disease is a skin lesion 

2 due to aging, or a skin lesion caused by solar radiation, tobacco use, pollution or stress. 

1 6. The method of claim 1 wherein the composition inhibits 

2 metallopro tease activity when administered to the subject. 

1 7. The method of claim 1 wherein the composition inhibits collagenase 

2 activity, gelatinase activity or stromelysin activity when administered to the subject. 

1 8. The method of claim 1 wherein the hydrolyzed peptide extract of lupin 

2 is a hydrolyzed extract of a sweet white lupin. 

1 9. The method of claim 8 wherein the hydrolyzed peptide extract of the 

2 sweet white lupin is a hydrolyzed extract of an Ares variety of sweet white lupin. 

1 10. The method of claim 1 wherein the mammal is a human. 
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1 1 1 . A method of inhibiting metalloprotease activity in a mammal, 

2 comprising administering a hydrolyzed peptide extract of lupin to the mammal. 

1 12. The method of claim 11, wherein the metalloprotease activity is 

2 collagenase activity, gelatinase activity or stromelysin activity. 

1 13. The method of claim 1 1 wherein the hydrolyzed peptide extract of 

2 lupin is a hydrolyzed extract of a sweet white lupin or a hydrolyzed extract of an Ares variety 

3 of sweet white lupin. 

1 14. The method of claim 1 1 wherein the mammal is a human. 
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
